The Defert did not a 
little contribute to fet off the Beauty of thofe two {plendid 
Repafts. It was placed on a Table in the Form of a 
Horfe-Shoe, reprefenting a Garden laid with Sugar. In 
the Middle was a Laurel-Tree with the Imperial Crown, 
the Arms of the feven Kingdoms depending upon Rua, 
and the Attributes of War. There was a great Number 
of Pyramids placed according to the Rules of Archite¢ture, 
and Joaded with all Sorts of Fruit, with feveral Walks in 
Perfpeétive ; and the Parterre was fet off with all Sorts of 
Flowers. About Seven in the Even. Prince Galliczin 
opened the Ball in the King’s Prefence, with Madame de 
Panowitz, the Queen's firft Lady of Honour. The Ball 
began again after Supper, and latted till Three in the Morn. 
There was a Collation of all Sorts of cold Meats, Jellies, 
Fruits, and other Refrethments in abundance, ‘The Illu- 
mination drew the Attention of all the Company, for the 
Ingenuity of its Contrivance. It was executed in the fol- 
lowing Order: The two Wings of the Front of the Houfe, 
from the Ground Floor to the Height of 50 Feet, were 
Huminated with Lamps; and the Bulftrades of the Stair- 
Cafe and of the Balconies to the Second Story were adorned 
with Globes filled with Liquors of different Colours. Over 
the Balcony was a Spread Eagle, 25 Feet high, all on 
Fire, forming the Arms of the Empire of Rujia, wWercof 
the Scepter, Globe, St. Andres’s Crofs, the two Heads 
with their Crowns, and a larger Crown in the Middle, 
over all, fhone out by Mesns of the Balls with which they 
were adorned in a very fingular Manner, and made every 
Part of the Eagle con!picuous, to the very Tallons. In the 
Front, the Name of the Czarina, and the Letters which 
formed this Infeription, Corcnata 1730, being very artifici- 
ally made up of matched Colours, under an Imperial Crown 
1s Feet high, reprefenting the Jewels of it to the greateft 
Perfeftion. ‘The Veltibule within the Houfe was illuminat- 
ed from ‘Top to Bottom with Lamps of a beautiful Effea, 
as were alfo the Garden, the 16 Pyramids made on purpote, 
and the Parterre. ‘There were ufed on this extraordinary 
Mlumination no lefs than 14000 Lamps, and 400 Cryttal 
Globes, which having a Communication with the Flies of 
the Lamps, the Brillant of their different Colours formed a 
wonderful Brightnefs, and made an Effeét equally charming 
and agreeable. ‘The Magnificence and Order which reign- 
ed throughout this Feaft, and the Care Prince Galliczin 
took to infpect all himfelf, gained him the general Ap 
plaule of the whole Con pany.

wan being there affembled. Scarce had he entered the 
Palace, but the Soldiery, in great Numbers, armed with 
Piftols and Sabres (a very unufual Sight within the City) 
ran thither, and with aftonifhing Clamour highly exclaimed 
againft the Reftitution of that fo confiderable a Booty, ox 
even of the Perfons brought therein, loudly threatening to 
cut Piecemeal, not only the Dey but all the Members of 
the Diwan, or Council, in cafe they offered to come to any 
fuch Refolution : This obliged the Diwan to ‘eparate with- 
out any Conclufion. Next Morn. Aédi Dey, having found 
Means to appeafe his noify and greedy Militia, recommend- 
ed the Negociation with Capt. Schryver, and, after abun- 
dance of Pro and Com, they at length (on the 23d) agreed 
on the Conditions before {pecified ; viz. parting wirh one 
Moiety of the Chefts of Do//ars he had brought in order 
to ranfom Dutch Captives, and other Ufes, which Moiety 
amounted to about 137,000 Florins -This Capt. Schry- 
ver, who failed, from the Texe/, the tft of May iaft, with 
three Ships of War, anchored in this Bay the zgth of 
the fame Month ; and was, on his Arrival, faluted with 21 
Cannons; to which Salute he returned Gun for Gun. 
Next Morn. (the zsth) the three Dutch Captains came a= 
thore, and had Audience of the Dey, who received them 
with much Courtefy and Diftinétion, and the rather, be- 
caufe they brought him the Republick’s Prafents. ‘« They 
* might, had they thought proper, have obliged us with 
* a Lift of thole Prejents." The 25th, the Dey ordered 
Reirefhments to be fent aboard the Ships, confifting of 
fome Oxen, Sheep, (Fr——On the oth of Jum, twa 
French Men of War cait Anchor in this Bay; but foon after 
failed, becaufe the Dey refuled to falute the Captains, a& 
their landing, with three Guns; fo they came not afhore, but 
left their Inftruétions with M. Durand, the French Confal 
here.——On the 26th, the Turés and other Mufulmass,. 
celebrated their * Ramadam or Pa/qua, which, with them, 
is a very great Feftivity: And, that Day, at the Dey's Re- 
queft, Commodore Schryver adorned his Ships with Flags, 
Streamers, &r. and fired all their Cannon. We know
